Philip Weltner is in convict stripes: 

The deputy solicitor general of Ful- 
ton county is swinging pick and shovel 
as an accepted member of the Campbell 
county chaingang, clad in convict 
stripes. watched by an armed guard. 

Clad in exactly the same style as his 
fellow members of the Campbell chain- 
gang, the man who was one of the 
leaders of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement, was found Friday 
afternoon by a Constitution reporter, 
He was in the road gang of Warden 
R. O. Miller and was working on the 
road 4 miles from Fairburn. 

Watcheq by a guard, the 
member of Weltner & Dorsey, attor- 
nevs, was side by side with a life- 
time convict, with whom he sleeps at 
night. He was tired, but the least 
sien of flagging brought forth a sharp 
word from the guard and his exertions 
continued.

The other convicts 
curiously stared, but Weltner said 
nothing. He would not admit his 
identity nor would he answer any 
questions. At last the questioner was 
stopped by the guard. As he moved 
toward the man with the shotgun the 
reporter watched Weltner, who did not 
even turn his head when the newspa- 
per man asked the guard who the pris- 
oner was. 

Instead the man who was four days 
ego eating with his friends at At- 
lanta’s most famous and exclusive 
boarding place, the Bell House on 
Peachtree street, picked up a hole- 
digger and went busily to work. The 
guard was asked about Weltner. 

“He's a forger from Fulton county, 
sent up for two years,’ was his an- 
ewer. “He got here last night. He 
bunks with that gray-headeq man- 
killer over there.’’ 

Guard Grows Angry. 

“But he’s Philip Weltner, one of the 
best known lawyers in Atlanta, the 
deputy solicitor general of Fulton 
rounty,” the reporter protested. Then 
the guard grew angry, for he thought 
he was being strung. 

“Don't be tryin’ to kid me, young 
fellow,” he advised. ““That convict was 
sent down here in the regular way 
yesterday evening and he’s John Mar- 
vel, a convict from Atlanta. Go on, 
now, and don't try to play jokes on 
me.” He was evidently in earnest and 
the reporter was nonplussed. 

Other convicts were questioned and 
they told the same story as the guard 
“And it ain't his first time in the 
gang,” one of them confided. 

The Constitution man almost began 
to doubt his senses. He knew that the 
man was Philip Weltner, yet he knew 
that Philip Weltner had never commit- 
ted any felony. At last the warden. 
known by al! nis men as “Cap Otis” 
Miller, was approached. Then the se- 
cret was revealed. 

“He arrived last night and at the 
request of one of the county commis- 
sioners I put him in stripes and will 
for two days treat him as a regular 
convict,” explained Captain Miller. 
“He's Philip Weltner, all right, and the 
Feason he wouldn't speak to you was 
because he didn’t want the convicts to 
know who he is.” 

For two days Philip Weltner has 
been a regular member of the chain- 
gang of Campodell county, accepted in 
his role of convicted forger by both 
the prisoners and the guards. Captain 
Miller alone knew his identity and co- 
operated with the deputy solicitor gen- 
eral of Fulton county in his desire to 
be for two days a regular prisoner in 
a Georgia chaingang.

According to the warden, Mr. W Rnd 


her wished to live for two days abso- 
lutely the life of a member of the 
chaingang in order that he might thor- 
oughly understand the convict’s side 
of the question of punishment. Mr. 
Weltner obtained permission from the 
eounty commissioners to undertake the 
plan and Captain Miller says that he 
has borne up bravely under the work 
which all the convicts are expected 
to perform. «ie rises at 4:30 o'clock 
in the morning, works on the road un- 
til 12 o’clock, eats a dinner of @odffee, 
bread and greens, and works again 
until dark. ‘then ne sleeps all night 
with a lifetime convict and repeats 
the preceding day’s performance. 

His two days’ service will end this 
morning and then his decision as to 
the benefits or disadvantages of the 
present system will be known.

This was due in a large sense to the 
close proximity of Alabama to Ten- 
nessee, but the superb leadership of 
the Alabamian in congress also had 
great effect in attracting the masses 
to Underwood. 

But, with no certainty as to which 
side would be the recognized delega- 
tion in Washington, there has not been 
the activity in Tennessee for Mr. Un- 
derwood that the situation in the fu- 
ture would warrant, and now his fol- 
lowers will put forward a tremendous 
effort to capture the solid Tennessee 
delegation for him in the convention of 
ye 15, with reasonable assurance 
of it.

NO OPPOSITION 
FOR SOUTHERNER 


Kansan Scouts Suggestion That 
Birthplace Would Hurt 
Underwood’s Chances.

Washington, April 12.—(Special.)— 
W. H., Sears, of Lawrence, Kan. a 
prominent attorney of that state, in 
an enthusiastic tribute to Oscar W. 
Underwood ridicules the suggestion 
that becaus;s he is a southern man it 
would impeir his chances. He recalls 
the interesting incidents connected 
with the successful campaign for the 
Uniteq States senate of Colonel Wil- 
liam A. Harris, who served four years 
in the confederate army as an officer 
of Wilcox’s brigade, Hill's division. 

Kansas was only a few years ago 
considered one of the most radical of 
all the northern states. That state sent 
more soldiers into the union army in 
proportion to population than any 
other in the union, and still has more 
old soldiers living in it, in proportion 
to population, than any otheryin the 
union. Yet Kansas gave Colonel Har- 
ris 8,000 majority in his race for con- 
gress. When his name was presented 
to the convention hundreds of former 
federal soldiers stood up and cheered, 

The ceremony of burying the bloody 
shirt was gone through with at many 
open air meetings in the campaign 
that followed. Enormous crowds at- 
tended these cerenionies and expressed 
sympathy at this effort to forever wipe 
out the prejudice engendered by the 
civil war. 

Later, when Colonel Harris was a 
candidate for the senate, the issue was 
squarely presented of electing an ex- 
confederate soldier to u seat that had 
been occupied by John J. Ingalls, who 
had been noted during his senatorial 
service for his bitter speeches against 
the confederacy. The answer to eed 
question was the overwhelming elec- 
tion of Mr. Harris. 

After recalling these incidents Mr. 
Sears remarked that New Mexico re- 
cently electeq an ex-confederate to the 
United States s2:nate to represent that 
commonwealth. In view of these facts, 
he asked: 

“Prejudices engendered by the civil 
war have existed and Nave in times 
past preventeq the nomination of a 
southern man for the high office of 
president, but has not this prejudice 
died away? Is it not now largely tra- 
ditional and imaginative? 

“Has not the south been on proba- 
tion long enough, and is there really 
enough. of this prejudice left in the 
minds of the pe@ple of the north to be 
worth considering? 

“Rather would there not be a senti- 
mental feeling created in the north by 
the candidacy of a good southérn man? 

“Would not’this sentiment rise like 
a tide and sweep a southern candidate 
into the white house?

work when the new president takes 
office on March 4. 

A reading of section 132 of the 
revised statutes will clear up any mig- 
apprehension.

“The number of electors shall be 
equal to the number of senators and 
representatives to which the several 
states by law are entitled, at the time 
when the president and vice president 
to be chosen come into office; except 
that where no apportionment hag been 
made after any enumeration at the 
time of choosing electors, the number 
of electors shall be according to the 
then existing apportionment of S&en-! 
ators and representatives.”

Agricultural Lands — Many 
Towns in Arkansas and 
Louisiana Will Be Badly 
Flooded. 


April 12.—The Mis- 
at Panther Forest, 
19 Greenville on the Ar- 
kansas gave late today 
under the mighty. pressure of the flood 
and tonight the water is finding its 
way over 200 square miles of rich 
farming lands ang several prosperous 
towns toward the Tensas and Arkan- 
sas rivers. Sixty townships in Chicot, 
East Ashley, Drew and Desha counties, 
in Arkansas, and East Carrol parish, 
Louisiana, will be inundated. Lake 
Village, the county seat of Chicot 
county, is the most important town in 
the water's path. Lake Village has a 
population of 1,500. 

So far as can be ascertained tonight 
no loss of life accompanied the col- 
lapse of the embankment. Panther 
Point is directly across the river from 
Miller’s Bend, Miss., regarded as one 
of the weakest dikes along the river. 

Fall Is Predicted. 

The crevasse will decrease the strain 
on the east bank both at this point 
and at Greenville, where it was feared 
a break would occur. Chief Engineer 
Shackelford, of the Mississippi levee 
board, tonight predicted that the water 
here would fall a foot within 24 hours 
and at Miller's Bend 2% feet. When 
the floog came through a gap 100 feet 
wide was torn in the levee and later 
reports tell of the fast widening of 
the breach. 

The crevasse at Panther Forest is re- 
garded as more important than thoss 
along the upper stretches of the river. 
The territory which will be inundated 
is more thickly papulated and the 
waters sweep will have a wider range. 
Chicot county, which will be practical- 
ly entirely covered, has a population 
of 22000. 

A break is also reported in the Ar- 
kansas river near Redfork, on the 
northern boundary of Chicot county. 
Farly tonight the water was flooding 
the environs of Arkansas City. The 
waters of the two crevasses will join. 

Reports Not Encouraging. 

Reports from several other points 
south of this city tonight are ndt en- 
couraging. A heavy rain and wind- 
storm hampered the work of those 
fighting back the flood today and 
beat the water into waves against the 
banks. As a result sloughing and 
“said boils"’ are reported from a num- 
ber of points. Near Port Gibson, Miss., 
“back water” forced from the Missis- 
sippi has caused the Black river to top 
its banks and trains on the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley railroad between 
Vicksburg and Harriston, a junction 
point to the south of Port Gibson, have 
been annulled, At Vicksburg sipage 
coming through a canal has flooded 
an entire block. 

Another Levee Gone. 

Vicksbung,. Miss., april 12.—A mes- 
sage from J. T. McClelland, president 
of the Tensas levee board, reports a 
break in the Mississippi river levee 
at Dogtail Landing, east Carrol parish, 
Louisiana. The water coming through 
the break will join with that from 
the Panther. Forest crevasse and the 
greater part of Madison as well as 
East Carroll and a part of Tensas par- 
ish will be inundated.

The watchful, but uninformed, Columbia (S. C.) State gives 


voice to the following uneasy observation : 
We note no outburst of enthusiasm in The Atlanta Constitution over the 


arrival of Hoke Smith to give his personal attention to Wilson’s cause in 
| Georgia. | 

Right, friend. The mere fact that we may have had political 
differences with Senator Smith does not provoke us to expose him 
to the blasts of some of his friends. That is why we are unable 
te engender a spark of enthusiasm over his coming to Atlanta in 
lthe Wilson cause. On the other hand, we view with alarm the 
danger to which he exposes himself. 

Several weeks ago, for instance, it was reported that most of 
‘the Georgia delegation in congress was overwhelmingly opposed 
to the nomination of Wilson and that several of them were coming 
to Georgia to take the stump in behalf of Underwood. The report 
no doubt originated in the fact that Congressman William Schley 
Howard, of this district, was then making ready to do that very 
thing.

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WHERE WILSON IS STRONGEST. 


Funny, but fishy, is the “repudiation” by W. F. McCombs, na- 


tional campaign manager for Woodrow Wilson, of an interview in 
The New York Post, of April 1oth, wherein he was quoted as de- 
claring that if Champ Clark were nominated he would bolt the dem- 
ocratic party. The denial appeared the next day in The Evening 
Post. The Post 1s a rabid Wilson paper but with a reputation for 
scrupulous journalism which would have led it to make the most 
careful verification before publishing a statement so damaging to 
its favorite candidate. It is now said the interview was given out by 
a “clerk” in Wilson headquarters. It appears incredible that a mere 
“clerk” would be authorized to make such momentous statements 
or that The Post, a Wilson enthusiast, would have accepted them 
from him without corroboration “higher up.’ 

At least Mr. McCombs does not “repudiate” that part of the in- 
terview in which he 1s quoted as saying, “We are as hopeful of 
Pennsylvania, Nebraska and Oregon as we ever were.” 

_ Of course, the hope will be fulfilled. For these three states are 
chronically republican in presidential elections, and Governor Wil- 
son's strength has thus far flared out most formidably in preference 
primaries in states guaranteed republican in advance. In the states 
in which the democracy has no chance the governor sweeps the 
field in presidential primaries. In the states the democracy must 
win in order to win the election—like Illinois, Missouri, Indiana, 
New York, Connecticut, etc.—the governor’s boom shrivels before 
it gets to the front door. : . 

That is why Woodrow Wilson cannot be nominated, and why, 
if nominated, he will carry the party to certain defeat. Of what avail 
is the convention indorsement of Pennsylvania, which in the elec- 
tion will be swept by the republicans?

Accord- 
ingly, the executive committee has revoked its action, as one taken under a 
mistake of fact, and the question whether or not Lewis shall be elected to 
membership will be passed upon at the next meeting of the association. The

Savannah, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)— 
A delegation from Boston, Ga., came to 
Savannah today to tella representative 
of the interstate commerce commission 
how Boston is being discriminated 
against in favor of Valdosta, Thomas- 
ville, Tifton and Moultrie in the mat- 
ter of freight rates. 

The complaint was filed with the in- 
terstate commerce commission by the 
mayor and aldermen of Boston some 
time ago, and Examiner lL, P. Boyle, of 
Washington, was sent here to take tes- 
timony. From Boston there were pres- 
ent J. M. Jones, of the Merchants and 
Farmers’ bank; A. S, Averett, a mer- 
chant, and 8. A. Cole, secretary and 
treasurer of the Boston Oil and Guano 
Company. 

They testified that business men of 
Boston are unable to compete with 
merchants of Valdosta, Quitman, Tif- 
ton, Thomasville and Moultrie for the 
reason that their competitors in those 
places have an advantage in the way 
of lower freight rates. 

Instances were cited where merchants 
were forced out of business, and others 
were discouraged and gave up their 
Plans to locate there because of the 
difference in rates. 

President Jones, of the Merchants and 
Farmers’ bank, testified that A. S. Per- 
ry & Co., wholesale grocers, suspended 
business in Boston about three years 
ago for no other reason than that its 
competitors in the other places were 
gKiven lower rates. Mr. Cole said that 
he sold out his business in Albany last 
year and moved to Boston a few months 
ago, buying out a cotton seed oil and 
fertilizer mill there. He did not know 
until after he was settled that it cost 
him more to get his raw material ship- 
ped in than he had been paying and 
than his competitors in other towns in 
that section were paying.

“With the exception of Florida, Geor- 
gia has the greatest area of swamp and 
overflow lands of any of the Atlantic 
seaboard states from Maine to the gulf 
of Mexico. These swamp lands agegre- 
gate 2,700,000 acres, or 4,218 square 
miles, approximateiy one-fuurtleenth of 
the area of the entire state. 


The Okefenokee Swamp. 


“The largest individual area of swamp 
land in the state, and probably one of 
the most extensive fresh water swamps 
in the world, is the Okefenokee. This 
remarkable swamp, which is located 
in the extreme southern part of the 
state, near the Florida line, consists 
of about 500,000 acres, an area nearly 
three-fourths the size of Rhode Islana. 
Some idea may be had of the extent 
of the state's swamp and overflow 
lands as a whole when it is stated that 
they practically equal in area the state 
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of Connecticut, or to put it differently, '

Where the 
water has a depth of only a few feet 
often the bulk of the vegetation con- 
of aquatic plants, such as bog 
mosses, water lillies, ete., which give 
to the swamp an appearance of a tree- 
less prairie. In the shallow water, on

Area of Flooded Districts. 


“Overflow lands are met with in all 
parts of the state, but they are espe- 
clally abundant tn south Georgia, where 
the geological conditions are excep- 
tionally favorable for the formation of 
wide flood plains. Streams, when 
y heavy rainfall, spread out 
over their flood plains and deposit mud 
and sand, more or less mixed with 
vegetable matter, which usually form 
This class of 
lands in the state is undoubtedly in- 
creasing in extent, due, in part, to the 
increasing frequency of floods brought 
about by cutting away the forests, but 
more largely due, perhaps, to the over- 
loaded condition of the streams, which 
causes the filling and the clogging of 
the channels by the accumulation of 
sands from unterraced upland fields. 


Another condition whicn has a tenden- 
cy to augment the area of overflow 
lands, especially On small streams, is 
the accumulation of logs and drift- 
wood in the channels. 

“In addition to the class of lands 
above mentioned, Georgia also has a 
large acreage of Ssalt-marsh lands, 
Which fringe the sea islands and the 
mainland from Savannah to Florida. 
These lands, bullt up as they are by 
the fine silts and muds brought down 
by the inland streams, invariably 
carry ample pitant food for the pro- 
duction of luxuriant crops. 

“It matters not whether the 2,700,000 
acres of swamp and overfiow lands of 
Georgia are reclaimed or only 1,000 
acres, the relative amount of tax in- 
crease will be the same. In other 
words, the reclamation of every acre 
of swamp land increases the state's 
revenue from that acre in the form of 
taxes fifty fold. 

“Upon the general 
that whatever enriches 
enriches the nation, it 
the general government 
ute liberally in the reclamation of 
swamp and overflow lands, even 
though such lands be privately owned. 
It would seem to be not only proper, 
but also at the same time an act of 
simple justice upon the part of the 
national] goovernment to bear the bur- 
den of cost, either wholly or in part 
of all dikes constructed along navi- 
gable streams for reclaiming overflow 
lands. It would seem proper, also, 
that the federal government should be 
chargeable to a large extent if not en- 
tirely to the cost of construction of 
all large trunk canals which might be 
used for navigation purposes. Fur- 
thermore, the federal government, in 
co-operation With the state govern- 
ments. should makKe all preliminary 
surveys necessary to the formation of 
drainage districts. This last feature 
of federal aid in swamp reclamation, 
I am -glad to say, has already been 
presumably arranged for in Georgia; 
yet, before the plan can be success- 
fully carried out and actual prelim- 
inary swamp surveys can begin, it is 
necesary for the state legislature to 
make a small appropriation for the 
work. This condition, 1 am fully per- 
suaded, will be met by the state legis- 
lature at its session the coming sum- 
mer.
